Congress Is Needed-Now 


The invasion of North Korea by Com- 
munist troops caught United Nations forces 
completely by surprise. 

It poses unforeseen problems for this 
country’s armed forces. Possibly, it may 
threaten a new world war. 

Action against North Korean Commu- 
nists was going so well that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur himself had proclaimed the war 
won. Even as late as last week there 
were no indications Chinese troops would 
intervene in force. The war, so we thought, 
had been resolved into a mopping-up oper- 
ation and our military leaders publicly 
Said so. 

Supply lines were slowed down. Most 
of our strategic bombing units in Korea 
were sent home. 

It still is uncertain whether the Chi- 
nese intend to commit their full military 
strength against United Nations troops, but 
the fighting is certain to be prolonged for 
an indefinite period. United States troops 
that are desperately needed to bolster weak 
defense lines in Western Europe will be 
held in Korea. A great many more troops 
likely will be needed. 

If the Chinese, at Russia’s prodding, are 
bent on beginning an all-out war, there 
will, of course, be need for quick mobiliza- 
tion of all our resources. 

The situation is such that the Congress 
ought to be in session, ready to act at a 
moment's notice. The political campaign 
now is over. Today is election dav. There 


can be no political criticism of the Presi- 
dent for calling the Congress back into 
session “immediately.. That he should do, 
today or tomorrow. 

There is speculation that, because of the 
late hour of their attack, the Chinese Com- 
munists do not intend to start a general 
war but are determined only upon a war 
of attrition, a chief purpose of which is to 
prevent our troops from being shifted to 
Europe. Had the Chinese been ready for 
all-out war, these sources say, they would 
not have waited until North Korean forces 
were almost destroyed. 

But the Chinese are beating the propa- 
ganda drums heavily. The populace is 
being incited to fanatical hatred of Amer- 
ica and the West. Russia’s propaganda 
line has been intensified, too. The United 
States is accused in both the Soviet Union 
and China of getting ready to attack. Such 
tactics by a totalitarian regime usually 
mean just the opposite. 

And if Chinese intervention is simply 
a means of dragging out the Korean War 
and holding our troops from Western Eu- 
rope, does it not follow that Russian plans 
aggression there in the months ahead? 

At any rate, it is obvious now that mili- 
tary plans laid on the expectation of quick 
victory in Korea must be revived. Con- 
gress ought to be in session continuously 
to deal with the new situation and to meet 
further crises that may arise. 

Let the President give the call.

A Penalty 
Of the Office 


WASHINGTON—The dramatic attempt made 
on President Truman's life the other day by two 
would-be assassins only goes to show the con- 

stant danger in which the President lives—any President. It ex- 
plains, once again, the necessity for maintaining the elaborate 
system of protection that is thrown up around the President in all 
of his movements. These are not merely the trappings of his high 
office. They are essential. 


Fortunately for the country, most attempts of the kind are 
made by maniacal or demented men, fired by a fanatical zeal that 
makes them willing to trade their own lives for a chance to kill 
the President. Usually they are so far off balance, mentally and 
emotionally, that they are unable to execute their evil purpose 
with any degree of rationalism. 


Too True That was only too true of the two fanatical Puerto 

Rican nationalists who tried to force their way 
into Blair House, the President's temporary residence while the 
White House, just up the street on Pennsylvania Avenue, is under- 
going renovation. Had they been rational men they would have 
known that such an undertaking was impossible. For even though 
they had shot their way past the outer guards, always on duty at 
the entrance, they would have found the door to the house bolted. 
If somehow they had gotten in, they would have found other 
Secret Servicemen with submachine guns awaiting them. 


And if by chance they had been able to reach the upper floors of 
the old mansion, where the President at the time was taking an 
afternoon nap, they would have encountered still other armed 
guards posted outside his door. In other words, a whole platoon of 
assassins could not have succeeded in the undertaking as it was 
planned. 


The near tragedy of the case is that if the two assassins had 
timed their foray a few minutes later they might have caught the 
President leaving the steps of Blair House, where he would have 
been an easy target. He was due to depart for Arlington National 
Cemetery only a short time after the shooting started. 

For desperate men who are willing to trade their own lives in a 
demerited. attempt of the kind, it should be comparatively easy 
to assassinate a President, particularly one of the free movements 
of Mr. Truman. More so than any other Chief Executive of our 
times, he has a habit of exposing himself regularly. It is part of his 
ritual to take a thirty-minute walk nearly every morning before 
going to his office. Until the Secret Service guards stopped him, he 
used to walk from Blair House to his executive offices in the 
West wing of the White House every working day, coming back the 
same way for lunch. Most of the time he would be accompanied by 
no more than one or two bodyguards. 


Fs In New York the other day, when he was 
Chance Taker there to address the United Nations meeting, 
he took a long walk through the streets of the city with only one 
Secret Service man and a policeman trailing alohg for protection. 
Mr. Truman has been inclined to take chances. His impromptu 
appearances and his early morning walks increase the hazards that 
are always present. 

Perhaps it is difficult for any man to realize fully that the whole 
scope of his life is changed by becoming President. In that, exalted 
position he becomes the focal point of the hopes and grievances of 
the people. Those of the lunatic fringe are too easily tempted to 
lay the responsibility for their ills, fancied or real, at his feet. It 
is amazing how many of that ilk are running around loose. 

McKinley and Garfield were assassinated »y the same type of 
maniacal men. The attempt on President Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
life at Miami and Theodore Roosevelt before that at Milwaukee was 


.made by demented men. Some think the same was true of John 


Wilkes Booth, who assassinated Lincoln, though that was the 
product of the stress of civil war and seems to have been a part of 
a more concerted plan. But even so, Booth must have been mad or 
demented to have done what he did. 

It is the demented ones, the fanatics, who give the Secret Service 
guarding the President their greatest headache. They are unpredict- 
able. Nothing is too rash for them. Being willing to forfeit their 
lives, the futility of their undertaking offers no restraint to them. 
It is one of the penalties of the office that the President has to 


take this risk.

The Editors: There is a popular misconception 
abroad in the land that needs to be cleared up. 
That is the argument advanced by some quarters 
that the electoral college and the county unit sys- 
tem are synonymous. Nothing could be more 
incorrect. Electoral votes are distributed in direct 
proportion to population and are equal to the 
whole number of Senators and Representatives 
that a State might have in the Congress. As 
the number of representatives is redistributed 
according to the census every 10 years, so is the 
number of electoral votes to which a State is 
entitled. 

The county unit system, on the other hand, 
functions in direct opposition to population trends 
by vesting the largest number of unit votes with 
the least densely populated counties. It appears 
that the vote is intended to rest with areas rather 
than people. As someone has pointed out earlier, 
this is but the old English ‘“‘rotten borough” sys- 
tem all over again. The English gave it up 
in the 1830s, when it became overwhelmingly 
evident that one man could easily sway a district 
with a handful of voters and insure his elec- 
tion year after year. :

If anything, it has brought the vision into sharper focus, for 
every Republican setback causes GOP regulars to yearn more 
desperately for a Winning symbol. They now regard the General 
as the surest thing they've had on their side in 22 years of variable 
frustration, 


Always An Out The impression is that the General will 
run, and it is a warranted impression in 


view of the General's willingness to speak with Republican leaders 
and the fact that he usually leaves himself an “out” whenever he 
deprecates his expected candidacy. 


But those who are very close to the General tell a story that | 


has another shading. They say that he has no appetite for the 
White House job. They say he will not campaign for the Repub- 
lican nomination. 

But no matter how often and sincerely he expresses this lack 
of covetousness for the highest office in the land, he cannot con- 
vince Republican friends that he is dead serious.

When and if all the North Atlantic powers agree, and there is | 
® genuine call for a supreme commander, Eisenhower is ready to | 
go. There is a good chance also that many of the men who were | 
on his winning team in World War II, and who have now gone into | 
fields other than the military, will volunteer to return to Europe | 


with him.

LONDON, Tuesday, Nov. 7—~—A 
contract for the Soviet Union to 
supply 800,000 tons of coarse 
grains to the United Kingdom wes 
announced Monday night by the 
British Ministry of Food. The con- 
tract signed-in Moscow will take 
effect immediately and deliveries 
will begin soon. 

Because of the recent American 
criticism of British sales of stra- 
tegic goods to the Soviet Union 
special care was taken to explain 
the terms of the contract.

Heartbeat of Africa

Morocco—(By Air France)—A rusty, 

pierced the soft darkness of the evening and 

Michel Boutin, the young Frenchman who is conducting 
our tour, whi : 

“Listen, it is the wail of the jackass—the Cry of Africa.” 

There was a sudden ruffle of drums, then a high, frenzied 
human sound. 

“The drums,” Boutin said, delight in his véice. “The drums of 
Timbucktu! This is Africa! You will never get any closer to the 
heart of it than you are this night.” 

It was an eerie moment. Our three limousines had driven 
inland all afternoon, away from the sea and its touch of Europe, 


“ to the favorite oasis of vacationing Frenchmen, but their season 


had not yet begun. 

The imposing Hotel Mamounia with its 250 rooms and salons 
of marble mosaic was dark and forbidding, opened only for the 
night for the eight of us. : 

We stood on the terrace for a while, as the stars came out. 
Night falls quickly here and soon the sky was incredibly bright 
with stars, the Northern Lights ablaze, the Big Dipper tilted in a 
strange new spot a finger’s length from the horizon. 

To our right were the High Atlas Mountains snow capped and 
brooding and from them you could hear the yelping of the hyenas. 

The flamingo soon had veiled their charcoal profile with a drift 
of opalescence but now there were no beacons of light from that 
direction. * ' 

Until that moment, when Africa had suddenly cast a pall of 
fear upon us, we had thought we were in the land of Bethany or 
Judea, perhaps, but surely a place we knew from the Bible. 

All day, as we drove from Casablanca, we had watched with 
pity the tattered Berberes, plodding over their barren fields, their 
dirty robes flapping against thin legs, behind their scrawny camels 
or skinny burros scratching the earth with-primitive ploughs. 

Even at sundown, when we awaited the Muezzin’s call sum- 
moning them to prayer, they trudged on until they could no longer 
see the sere-brown furrows. 

The road to Marrakech leads to the desert, and the land is 
parched as powdered clay. It is supine earth, beaten, inert, as 
if it might have come to its old age and the end of its usefulness, 
still willing but too weak to burgeon into crop. 

Even the undulations that appear as a promise of the mountains 
to come, look placid and easy as the humps of an old camel, with 
no violence in them. 

Everything is of a color, the terra cotta of the clay, soft beige 
of the sand, and the browning- autumn tones of the tufts of grass 
that serve as food for foraging sheep. 

Never has the thought of a shepherd’s life been as lonely as it 
was on the road to Marrakech. The animals are thin and brown, 
too apathetic to gambol or even to bleat. The shepherds do not 
seem to need a crook to guide them. 

Yet these are not the real pictures of Africa, these ominous 
nights nor pastoral days. There is enormous vitality here and 
more and more people are beginning to recognize it. —

While you're pulling in your belt to curb that voracious 
appetite, try to have protein with every meal—an egg at break- 
fast; cheese or a second egg or lean meat, if you can afford it. 
at lunch; and lean meat or fish at dinner. Stretch the budget 
to do this for a couple of weeks to tide yourself over the 
toughest part of dieting. 

Remember, calories lurk in gravies and sauces, mayonnaise 
and table fats. If the family has baked potatoes, fine, have one 
too, but use only a half pat of butter—measured, that’s a half 
teaspoon. And have space fillers—cole slaw with vinegar and

Most persons have a pretty hazy idea as to the location 
of their kidneys. Perhaps more persons have the idea that 
kidney disease causes pain, of some degree in the back. 
Very few persons seem to associate kidney desease with 
pain in the abdomen, yet kidney disease often manifests 


itself in this manner. 

Kidney disease in various 
forms may exist without caus- 
ing any pain in the back, and 
several forms of kidney disease 


cause no pain whatever—in the 
back or anywhere else 

Certain kinds of kidney dis- 
ease may produce pain in the 
abdomen. The victim of these 
pains often goes along for many 
years without the slightest idea 
as to the real nature of his 
difficulty. The pain may assume 
crampy or “colicky” character 
to the extent that the victim 
always assumes that the source 
of trouble is in the bowel. 

I do not make a practice of 


point out that “bags under the 
eves” are not specifically caused 
by kidney disease. In fact, they 
often are not caused by any dis- 
ease. Thousands of persons die 
every year from various types of 
kidney disease. The incidence of 
“bags under the eyes” in these 
cases is not different from other 
groups. If the “bags” are as- 
sociated with abdominal pain— 
or seem to be—they still do not 
indicate kidney disease.
